CHANGE COMES TODAY. 

Employes on Clark and Wells 

Streets and Lincoln Ave- 
nue Will Lose in 


LOOP’S SPEED IS UNALTERED 


More rapid train service will be given the 
patrons of the Clark street, Wells street, and 
Lincoln avenue lines of the Union Traction 
company this morning. While giving faster 
train service to the public, the new schedule 
will also have the effect of reducing the 
wages of over 200 employés of the company. 
The change results in a cut of 30 to 35 cents 
a day to each man on the three lines. The 
new schedule is found necessary owing to the 
competition of the Northwestern Elevated 
rallroad. 

The order for the change in running time 
was issued last night by President John M. 
Roach. Under the new schedule patrons of 
the lines will be saved from five to ten min- 
utes in going to and from the down-town 


crease in the speed of the cable ropes which 
have heretofore averaged nine miles an 
hour. In future the speed will be twelve. 
No change is made in the speed of the loop 
cable, it ‘being deemed impracticable, be- 
cause of the crowded condition of the down- 
town streets. 


Change Bad for Employes. 
The advantages which will accrue to the 
public by the reduction in running time will, 
for the present, be at the expense of the 
employés of the lines. The gripmen and 
conductors of the Union Traction company 
are paid by the hour. Under the schedule 
abandoned last night train crews worked 
on an average nearly eleven and one-half 
hours a day. Beginning today, they will 
work about ten hours, losing one hour and 
a half in pay. 
The gripmen and head conductors receive 
23 cents an hour, and the other conductors 
21 cents. The former have been earning 
from $2.60 to $2.70 a day.. Under the new 
ent they will receive from $2.30 
to $2.35. The 2l-cent men will suffer a pro- 
e decrease in their wage. | 
to Aug. 1 the employés of the com- 

pany paid by the day, and when, on 
that date, the change to the hour payment 
stem went into effect the Wages we 
afc a little over 15 cents a day. B 
today's change the increase ld wiped out 
and a reduction made from the old wage 
scale. 
Employés of the company do not welcome 
the change. Many, when told of the change, 
exp the hope that the officials of the 
company would soon grant them either an 
increase in pay or permit them to work 
the same number of hours as in the past. 

Roach Explains the Change. 
President Roach said that it was the in- 
tention of his company gradually to increase 
the working hours of the employés affected 
by the new schedule until they could earn 
practically as much as they did formerly. 
“The change in running time is made to 
give our patrons a faster service,” said he. 
Tes, it is a fact that the new order is due 
to some extent to the competition of the 
Northwestern Elevated, but there are ther 
reasons why we feel that we should now 
give a faster train service on those lines. 
Since Clark and Wells streets have been 
newly paved there is less wagon traffic on 
our tracks, and consequently fewer delays. 
Then, our mechanical equipment is in bet- 
ter condition than ever before. 
There will be some decrease in the wages 
of some 200 of our employés, but we expect 
the cut to be but temporary. 


Employes Are Not Pleased. 


Some of the employés pointed out the fact 
last night that the company would haul the 
same number or more persons in the same 
time under the new schedule that they did 
under the old, and that their wages instead 
of their hours should be increased. 
“I do not think the boys will like the 
change,” said one of the employes. We 
have not figured it out carefully yet, but I 
guess that it means a loss of about 30 cents a 
day to us, for the present at least.“ 
Another employé took a more decided view 
of the matter and predicted that those ef- 
fected by the reduction would make a vigor- 
ous protest if the change resulted in any 
considerable loss. So far as could be learned 
no organized protest against the change had 
been arranged last night. 
Cable Cars Delayed an Hour. 
The down-town loop of the Cottage Grove 
avenue cable line was out of service nearly 
an hour between 10 and 11 o'clock last night. 
The mechanism of a grip caught in the slot a 
short distance north ot Madison street.

New deat Dec. 7.—[Special.]—Horace J. 

Hayden, Second Vice President of the New 
York Central and Hudson River railway com- 
pany, met with a sudden and strange death 
at his home, 887 West Seventy-sixth street, 
this evening. His body was found lying in 
the yard beneath a fourth-story window, 
which was open. 

The discovery was made by two servants, 
Bessie Lynch and Nellie Ryan, a little after 
7 o'clock, before Mr. Hayden's absence from 
the house had been noticed. Mrs. Hayden 
and her daughter were at home, the two sons 
being abroad. Mrs. Hayden and her daugh- 

ter were prostrated. 

Servants carried the body into the house 
and summoned Dr. Walter Hastings Jones 
of 202 West Seventy-fourth street, who pro- 
neunced Mr. Hayden dead. So great was 
the confusion at the Hayden home that the 
matter was not reported to the poljce until 
after 9 o'clock. Then Roundsman McNaught 
was sent to the house, which is a handsome 
brown stone residence near Riverside drive. 
The report to the police had not been made 
by any member of the family, and the only 
information given the roundsman was Mr. 
Hayden's name and age. 


Victim Sufferer from Heart Trouble. 
By this time the family physician, Dr. 
Robert A. Abbe, and his assistant, Dr. Ar- 
thur L. Fisk of 13 West Fiftieth street had 
reached the house. Their services were 
needed most of the night by the wife and 
daughter, both being on the verge of physi- 
‘val collapse. 
On account of the lack of information at 
the house and the air of mystery surround-. 
ing the occurrence the first theory of the 
police was that of suicide. The Coroner was 
sent for, but did not arrive until after mid- 
night. 
Late tonight in response to many inquiries 
Dr. Fisk gave out this statement: 2 
“Mr, Hayden has been under medical 
care for some time for heart disease and 
see He dyspepsia. He was subject to short- 
ness of breath, and it is supposed that during 
one of these attacks he raised the window 
and lost his balance.“ 


_ Feared to Be Left Alone. 
Cyrus Clark, 327 West Seventy-sixth street, 
a friend of the family, called soon after 
the accident and assumed authority at the 
house. Through him and from other sources 
it was learned that Mr. Hayden had not 
appeared at his office for two weeks. He 
had been suffering from nervousness caused 
by hid heart trouble and kept much within 
doors. On account of his condition Mr. 
Hayden expressed a wish that he should 
not beleft alone. Accordingly Mrs. Hayden 
left hie side as seldom as possible. 
This evening after dinner Mr. Hayden went 
to his room on the fourth floor, accompanied 
by hia His condition was no worse than 
it had been recently. Presently some house- . 
| hold called Mrs. Hayden from the 
rocm. had not returned when the ser- 
vant giris reported their discovery. 
Mr. Hayden had fallen on a flagstone and 
his skull was cryshed. He was fully dressed, 
as Mrs. Hayden had left him a short time 


before. 
Mr. Hayden's two sons are now traveling in 


Spain. One is a student in the Columbia Law 
School, the other is employed in the New 
York Central offices. |

Mr. Hayden's family was one of prominence 
in the East. He graduated at Harvard in 
1859. He began his railroad career at the 
end of the civil war, in Which he served as a 
Major of the Fourth Artillery. His first rail- 
way service was in the West, but early in his 
career he returned to the East to become 
traffic manager for the Boston and Albany 
road. He was in this position when he made 
the acquaintance of William H. Vanderbilt, 
who offered him inducements which resulted 
in his going to the New York Central.

REMAINS OF HIS SISTER 
IN UNDERTAKING ROOM. 


Mystery of a Young Woman’s Suicide 
Six Weeks Ago Solved by Identifica- 
tion of the Body by E. J. Cyrier as 
That of His Relative Georgia. 


The mystery of a suicide’s identity which 
has puzzled the Cottage Grove avenue police 
for six weeks was solved yesterday, when 
E. J. Cyrier of Kankakee, III., found the re- 
mains of his sister, Georgia, at the undertak- 
ing rooms of Buffum & Perrigo, in Wabash 
avenue, near Sixteenth street. 6 

The girl committed suicide on Oct. 18 by 
drowning herself in the lake at the foot of 
Twenty-second street. The remains, recov- 
ered half an hour later, were carefully ex- 
amined by the police, but no clew to the girl's 
identity could be discovered. 
After searching for the girl for several 
weeks the brother arrived in Chicago three 
days ago and began an investigation of the 
deaths reported to the Coroner. When he 
had nearly given up the quest the Cottage 
Grove avenue police directed him to the un- 
dertakers. The body of the young woman 
had been embalmed and was then in the 
vault in the establishment. Mr. Cyrier iden- 
tified the remains and had them taken to 
Mount Olivet for burial.

NEW FIRMS APPEAR IN LISTS 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 7.—[Special.]—The 
government, through Secretary Long, is 
about to let the biggest contract for warships 
in the history of this or any other nation. 
Bids for the new vessels, Wich will cost 
$50,000,000, were opened today at the Navy 
department in the presence of navy officials 
and representatives of the various firms that 
expect to get a slice of this princely sum. 
All the bids were based on the department’s 
‘These new ships—there will be five battle- 
ships and six armored cruisers—will com- 
prise in tonnage more than the tonnage of 
the entire navy of the United States ten 
years ago, and the number of vessels con- 
cerned is greater than the number of battle- 
ships and armored —— now in the Amer- 
ican service. 


Cruisers Must Go Twenty-two Knots. 
The armored cruisers are the West Vir- 
ginia, the Nebraska, the California, the 
Maryland, the Colorado, and the South Da- 
kota. The battleships are the Pennsylvania, 
the New Jersey, the Georgia, the Virginia, 
and the Rhode Island. Three of The armored 
cruisers are to be sheathed and coppered. 
Each of the six vessels in this class is said 
to have a length of 502 feet. The sheathed 
ships are to have a displacement of 13,800 
tons and the unsheathed 13,400 tons. Every 
armored cruiser will be fitted as a flagship 
and will have accommodations for 822 officers 
and men. The speed must be at least twenty- 
two knots an hour. 


_ Battleships of Great Power. 
The battleships will be the most powerful 
ever projected. Three of them will have the 
superimposed or double deck turret, now 
installed only on the Kearsarge and the 
Kentucky, and the same number will be 
sheathed and coppered. The sheathed ves- 
sels will be 435 feet long and have a displace- 
ment of about 15,000 tons. The unsheath 
el will be of the same length and ha 
a displacement of about 14,000 tons. The 
| contract for a speed of at least 

nineteen knots hour. All five of the bat- 
tleships will be fitted to carry flag officers, 
and the complement of each will be 703 
officers and men. 
In the matter of defensive power the bat- 
tleships are unsurpassed, carrying an eight- 
foot wide water line belt of armor eleven 
inches thick over the vitals of the ship, tap- 
ering to four inches at the ends. 


Attempt to Break Combination. 
There were eight bidders, and most of the 
bids were well within the limit of cost al- 
lowed by Congress for the ships. The nota- 
ble feature was the attempt on the part of 
the younger ahd smaller concerns to break 
the line of the old organizations, which have 
constructed all of the heavy vessels of the 
new navy up to this time. 
Appropriations for the construction of three 
of the battleships have been available since 
July 1, 1899, but owing to the unfortunate 
armor controvtrsy the Navy department 
was unable to make contracts for their con- 
struction. That controversy has now been 
adjusted in a satisfactory manner, and all 
eleven ships will be protected by the best 
armor to be obtained. The bids are as fol- 
lows:

Senate Committee Disallows Many Items 
in Cuban Postal Official’s Report 
on Expenditures. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 7.—Senator Platt 
of Cennectieut, chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Relations with Cuba, today made 
public the statement prepared by the audit- 
ing division of the War department, showing 
the expenditures made by E. G. Rathbone, 
late director of the Department of Posts 
for Cuba. The total disallowances for the 
sixteen months were $72,631. 

All of the payments made to C. F. W. Neely, 
chief of the financial bureau of the depart- 
ment, appear to have been carefully scruti- 
niged, and many of them were disallowed. 
Most of the payments made to him apparent- 
ly were made on account of office furnishings, 
freight, drayage, moving, advance in sai- 
aries, etc. 

All the payments made to R. H. Cowan 
& Co. of Muncie, Ind., for printing and sta- 
tionery, aggregating several thousand dol- 
lars, are found to have been illegitimate. 

The Auditor recommends the disallowance 
of $12,281 spent for repairs on the depart- 
ment building, and also a deposit of $12,000 
“erroneously credited to Rathbone.”

SEASON JUST ENDED COSTS MOST 
LIVES OF ANY IN DECADE. 


Only One Storm of Serious e 
Sweeps the Region During the Open 
Months—More Care Is Taken by Nav- 

igators to Frotest Their Sailors— 
Courts Stand dn Responsibility for 
| Accidents Has Beneficial Result— 
Is Remarkable, 


Only one storm which will have a place 
in the memories of lake-faring men swept 
the great lakes in the season just closed. It 
was the one technically known at the Weath- 
er bureau as the tall end ot the Galveston 
storm. Nevertheless, the list of the dead for 
N the great lakes during the season 
4 longer than in any previous year of the 

ide. In all 110 persons were logt. In 1899 
the dead numbered an even hundred. In 1898 
they ‘numbered ninety-five, and in 1897 sixty- 
eight were drowned. In 1896 the number of 
casualties were sixty-six. 

The single item of lost overboard accounted 
fot twenty-five unfortunates, who werd swept 
off one by one into seas in the open lake and 
were drowned in harbors. The ships that 
foundered carried thirty-five persons with 
them. The deaths of nine were due directly 
to collision, the victims being either killed 
or unable to escape before the vessels sank. 
All were lost between Lake Huron and Lake 
Erie. Six were killed by accidents with ma- 
chinery, and five died as results of explosions. 
Eight received fatal injuries by falling into 
holds, three were killed by lightning, three 
committed suicide, and one met death by 
falling from aloft. 


Greater Care on Shipboard. 

Compared with the preceding year, thirty- 
five were lost by ships that foundered as 
against fifty-one in 1890, but sixty were lost 
overboard as compared with thirty-two in 
1899. The number of deaths from falling 
through open hatches has steadily decreased 
from year to year, showing greater care on 
shipboard in that regard. 

Perhaps. the most marked tendency on the 
lakes regarding loss of life is the action 
of the courts more and more to hold vessel 
owners responsible for negligence. In the 
olden times the loss of a crew on a ship 
that foundered or the death of men in col- 
lision was considered as unavoidable, and 
the fact of disaster ended claims for dam- 
ages. The last season has seen suits in- 
stituted for the death of sailors on ships 
which were said to be overloaded and un- 
seaworthy. Judgments have been returned 
by the courts for death from collisions, and 
the drift is to hold vessel owners as closely 
liable for the death of their employés where 
negligence can be shown as are the railroad 
companies in like cases. It was the same 
tendency which led to the indicting of Cap- 
tain Holmes of the schooner yacht Idler 
in the United States Court at Cleveland 
on the grounds of criminal carelessness. In 
that disaster six persons were drowned, 
and the indictment was secured by the own- 
er of the boat. 


Owners Are Held Responsible. 

It is believed by those in close touch with 
marine affairs that the holding of transpor- 
tation companies as liable for the death of 
seamen on their ships when caused by negli- 
gence, unseaworthiness, or overloading will 
have a highly beneficial result. 

As against this view it is urged that the 
most reckless navigators on the lakes, those 
who take the greatest chances in old, unsea- 
worthy boats, frequently loaded down far 
beyond the point of safety, are owners who 
sail without insurance, and who put their 
lives at stake along with their property. 

In nt of number lost the steamer John 
B. Lyon was the most important of the sea- 
son, nine members of the crew going down 
The loss of the Idler on 
Lake Erie by capsizing in a squall was the 
most pathetic, the victims being penned up 
in the cabin under water. The fate of the 
crew of the Maumee Valley, which sank at 
anchorage at the head of Lake Erie, fur- 
nished a shipwreck story like those in novels. 
The sailors got into the rigging and hung 
there nearly two days until they dropped 
off, one by one, into the sea. The schooner 
Picton annihilated an entire family—father, 
mother, and children—when it foundered in 
Lake Ontario on July 2. 

On passenger steamers the list 
consists of a suicide of a passenger on the 
Steamer Nyack. So far as reported there 


was not another accident in which passengers 


even were hurt.

GAME WARDEN SEIZES 1,000 IN 
FRANKLIN COUNTY. | 


Loveday Finds Birds Hidden in Bar- 
rels and Billed to St. Louis—Discov- 
ery Will Result ig First Arrests Un- 
der Lacey Law - Official Thinks 
Elaborate Plot to Violate Statutes 
Has Been Unearthed—List of Ship- 

pers Involved. 


State Game Commissioner Henry W. Love- 
day arrived in Chicago last night from 
Franklin County with 1,000 quail Which he 
had seized while in transit to St. Lo 
shipments being a violation of both the 
State and the federal laws. 
one of the largest ever made in Illinois. 
Particular interest attaches to it because 
it will result in the first arrests made in 
this State under the Lacey law. 

The quail were taken from express cars 
on the El Dorado branch of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad. They were done up in small 
packages and placed in the middle of bar- 
rels of rabbits. The collected evidence will 
be presented to the United States District 
Marshal at Benton, the Franklin County 
seat, and warrants will be asked for the 
members of the ‘firm of.Davis & Silkwood 
of Mulkeytown, for J. Miller of Thompson- 
ville, and for four other shippers. 

The discoveries in the rabbit barrels led 
to the unearthing of an elaborate scheme 
to supply the St. Louis markets with Illi- 
nois game and at the same time to cover 
up the tracks of the shippers. On the ad- 
tags only the names of the con- 
signees appear, the consignors being rep- 
resented by numbers. 

According to the provisions of the law, 
each individual bird which is unlawfully 
shipped constitutes a separate offerse. The 
mes are not less than $25 nor more than 
$100 for each and every offense.“ It will 
be seen that with the maximum penalty in- 
flicted the Franklin County men may be

NOJCIECK KENPIAK’S 

‘SUDDEN DEATH IS A 

MYSTERY TO POLICE. 
Captain Lavin Holds Three Young Men 
Prisoners at the Stock-Yards Police 
Station and Detectives Are Hard at 
Work on the Case. 


The sudden death of Nojcieck Kenpiak, 
4500 Justine street, following his jumping 
through a window in his house and his quar- 
rel with three boys, is being investigated 
by Captain Lavin of the Stock-Yards Police 
Station. The three boys, with whom the 
man is supposed to have had an altercation, 
are now under arrest at the New City Police 
Station and will be held to wait the action 
of the Coroner’s jury. 

Kenplak, according to the testimony of 
his physician, died from concussion of the 
brain brought on by a blow received fn the 


back of the head, presumably from some 


blunt instrument. The boys who are sus- 
pected of connection with his death are: 
John Fleming, 18 years old; 


Stephen Bandusky, 17 years old. 

A feature of the mystery which has given 
the police much difficulty is the fact that all 
the people conected with Kenpiak, who might 
aid them in the investigation, are Slavs, and 
little information can be obtained. 

Kenpiak was 21 years old and lived in the 
rear of 4500 Justine street with Mrs. Clara 
Schichka. While sitting in a room with his 
landlady and John Turzha on Wednesday 
night there came a sudden tapping at the 
window. Kenpiak opened the window and 
jumped out. Half an hour later he was 
brought into the house, conscious, but unable 
to walk, by James Bartch and Joseph Nond- 
lak, who declared they found him lying on 
the sidewalk.

AIDED IN THE NAUVOO RAID. 


Robert Lomax, Who Helped Brive the 
Mormons Out of Illinois in 1844, 
Dies in California. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 7.—[{Special.]— 
Robert Lomax, one of the leaders in the 
famous raid against the Mormons at Nauvoo, 
III., in 1844, died today at Petaluma, this 
State, at the age of 75. Mr. Lomax bas made 
no secret of his participation in the move- 
ment which drove the Mormons out of IIII- 
nols and resulted in the death of Joseph 
Smith, 

The expulsion of the Mormons from IIli- 
nois forms a part of the most interesting 
annals of the State. The Mormons came to 
lilinois in 1839-40, from Missouri, and were 
kindly received. They located on the east 
bank of the Mississippi River, in Hancock 
County, and began the building of the City 
of Nauvoo, receiving a charter from the 
Legislature giving the new town extraor- 

inary privileges. 

* 1844 there were 16,000 Mormons in Han- 
cock County, and Joseph Smith, confident 
of his growing power, set all State laws at 
defiance. Popular revolt followed, and Smith 
declared martial law, enforcing it with the 
Nauvoo legion, 2,000 strong, which had been 
armed and equipped by the State. In spite 
of this fact, however, Smith and other Mor- 


laced in jail at Carthage. The citizens of 
the country organized at War- 
saw on June 27, attacked the jail, and killed 
Joseph Smith and his brother Hiram. In 
the months fellowing most of the Mormons 
of Nauvoo left the State, and soon after- 
wards the rest were expelled.

A four years’ pursuit of à missing husband 
was ended last night when Andrew Thom 
was arrested at the fat stock show on a war- 
rant sworn out by his wife, Mrs. Cora E. 
Thom of Waukegan, III., charging him with 
abandonment. The arrest, which was made 
by Detective Thomas Sheehan of the Stock- 
Yards Police Station, ended a search which 
Mrs. Thom has conducted with determination 
ever since her husband left Waukegan four 
years ago, after they | been married but 
five months. Thom was the assistant cash- 
ler of the Security Savings Bank at Wauke- 
gan, and his wife was the daughter of a 
prominent resident of the village. 


: Long Unable to Trace Him. 

No word was received by Mrs. Thom from 
her husband from the t of his disappear- 
ance in September, beer and despite the 
efforts of her parents and herself no trace of 
him could be found until a few weeks ago. 
A friend then sent information that the man 
was the manager of the fancy stock farm of 
Clem Graves at Bunker Hill, Ind., and 
learning that the farm would send an ex- 
hibit to the fat stock show in Chicago, Mrs. 
Thom laid plans for the arrest of Thom. 

A warrant was sworn out before Justice 
Shotswell at Wankegan, and Mrs. Thom and 
her brother came to Chicago. They explained 
their erfand to Captain Colleran, who re- 
ferred them to Captain Lavin of the Stock- 
Yards Police Station. Late in the afternoon 
Mrs. Thom waited in Captain Lavin’s office 
while her brother accompanied Detective 
Sheehan to the pavilion, where they found 
Thom busily engaged in arranging the stock 
in his charge for the night exhibition. He 
was taken to the station, where he was con- 
fronted by his wife.

| AMONG THE NEW BOOKS OF THE WEE 


7 Mantle of Elijah.” By I. Zang-

OST significant of all the characters 

in Mr. Zangwill's latest novel is 

Raphael Dominick, because he typi- 

fies a fatal weakness in the author 

himself. It mes more than ever 


appari t after reading The Mantle of 
a 


that the author is handicapped by 


a lack of convictions. It is not merely the 


lack of religious convictions to be expected 
of a Jewish writer who attempts to depict 
Christian li The fault lies still deeper. 
The book leaves the impression of moral 
and intellectual chaos. On finishing the 
story one is at a toss to know what the au- 
thor is driving at, and one inevitably recalis 
Raphael Dominick's remark when he saw 
scraps of newspaper blown about 
frenziedly in the wind: 
Ah, there you have an image of life—the 
whirl of dirty paper in the wind—a futil 
pother informed by apparent significance.” 
This seems to be Mr. Zangwill’s own idea 
of life, for it is a fair description of the lack 
of all coherent,significance in his story. 
Dominick, who is unique as well as repellant. 
constantly speaks of himself as being dead, 
in the sense of no lenger caring what hap- 
pens in the world of the living. He claims 
to have emancipated himself from emotion 
and from will, so that he looks upon life as 
a mere peep-show to be laughed! at in all 
its phases. This is Mr. Zangwill's own at- 
titude to a large degree. 

It is neither necessary nor desirable that 
an author should build his moral principles 
into the superstructure of his story, but 
unless the work is founded on principles 
of some kind it cannot rise to the height 
of genuine art. It is difficult to see under- 
lying principles of any kind in Mr. Zang- 
will’s work. His art seems to subject 
to the same limitations as his grams, 
which have delightful brilliancy, yet are 
superficial and more or less inaccurate. How

“Ah, the mob! It is a barrel into

These are clever, and cynical, and typical. 
They are good to provoke a smile, but a 
philosophy of life modeled upon them would 
be both cynical and shallow. Mr. Zang- 
will’s interpretation of life seems to be of 
that sort. He has evidently gathered his 
forces for a supreme effort in this book. He 
starts out as if he had definite convictions 
of some kind and were about to embody 
them in Allegra, the heroine, who is made 
to stand for the cause of justice to the poor 
and oppressed. Yet before we have done 
with Allegra she has violated all reasonable 
rules of discretion and, good sense, and has 
shown herself to be silly, selfish, and fatuous. 
Her final act i to desert her husband be- 
cause he differs from her. in politics. Al- 
legra’s character amounts to a reductio ad 
absurdum ‘of the modern ideas of h 
tarianism. 

Yet the delineation of Broser, Allegra’s 
husband, who stands for jingoism and the 


worse at the author’s hands. Mr. Zang- 
will is not at all in sympathy with this char- 
acter. He makes Broser a bully, a sneak, 
and a turncoat—as well as a Cabinet Minis- 
ter. Then man is made as unlovely as pos- 
sfble, and as a study of a most unpleasant 
character he is a strong creation. He is the 
reduc nauseam of the imperialist idea, 
just as Allegra is of th@anti-impérialist idea. 
But where, between the two, does the author 
stand, and where would he have his readers

The same lack of fundamental convictions 
is apparent throughout the book. It is large- 
ly a political novel, something after the 
manner of Mrs. Ward's Marcella.“ but 
its politics is often dull, and it suffers con- 
tinually from the fact that the author does 
not seem to have any definite standpoint. 

Briefiy, the story is the record of the clos- 
ing days of the career of Mr. Marshmont, 
a Radical leader of high and unselfish char- 
acter, and of the opening days of his suc- 
cessor’s career—that of the man upon whom 
his mantle falls—Mr. Broser. The love theme 
arises from the fact that Marshmont’s 
daughter, Allegra, marries Broser for his 
political opinions and becomes supremely 
unhappy because Broser changes his poli- 
ties to suit every popular breeze that blows. 
In this unhappy state Allegra comes under 
the spell of Raphael Dominick, and, while 
she does not fall from virtue, she does such 
silly and indiscreet things that ones sym- 
pathjes are thrown back upon the detestable 
Broser, which leaves one in an indignant 

me of mind. 
The reader’s indignation at the futile and 
meaningless ending of the story is the greater 
because the tale begins charmingly. The 
glimpses of Allegra and her father are quite 
ideal in the early chapters. The girlish Al- 
legra, with a heart so sensitive that she can- 
not finish a poem on Fame” because some 
moths singe their wings in her gas jet, isa 
pleasing character. The cheery letter she 
writes to herself, to be opened at the age 
of 40, is a fine touch of character-drawing. 
Allegra’s first proposal also comes in a form 
that shows the author’s sparkling style at its 
best. The whole chapter of Fizzy’s p 
and rejection is bright, even to the final 
message, in which he tells Allegra: I 
shall always be glad to think that you ac- 
cepted the horse if you refused the donkey. 
Unfortunately the family jars of which 
the bulk of the book consists are less pleasant 
and not at all edifying.

most striking literary phenomena of recent 
years. The great Frenchman’s novels are 


Senator | being thrust at the reading public in every 


form from de luxe editions to cheap editions 
sold on the installment plan. The latest 
contribution comes from the Crowell com- 
pany of New York in the form of a new 
and complete edition of Balsac's fiction, 
bound in various forms, either in sixteen or 
in thirty-two volumes. The popular sixteen- 
volume edition is the lowest in price of all 
the editions of Balzac in the market. It 
contains eighty good photo-gravure Iillustra- 
tions, is well printed on good paper, and is 
substantially bound in cloth. The transla- 
tions are satisfactory, though without nota- 
ble literary polish. 

The distinctive feature of this edition of 


Balzac is found in the 255 pages of introduc- 
tions written by Professor William P. Trent 


of Columbia University. Professor Trent Is 
an expert on Balzac and a critic of high 
standing, and his introductions to the va- 
rious volumes constitute a valuable treatise 
on the life and work of the greatest of 
French novelists. Though an ardent ad- 
mirer of Balzac, he refrains from going to 
the absurd lengths of such a devotee as 
Harry Thurston Peck, who thinks Balzac’s 
name should be “ placed still higher than 
Shakspeare’s, at the very apex of literary 
tame. He takes the safer position that 
„ Balzac is with or perhaps near the true 
immortals rather than of them.“ 

From this reasonable standpoint Professor 
Trent sketches Balzac’s “ bizarre, pathetic, 
conquering career of Titanic Uterary 
achievements.’ The incredible volume of 
the man’s work is almost as hard to account 
for as the motive for it all. The inspiration 
he received from Scott is made apparent, 
but the colossal scheme for becoming the 


„ secretary of society “—of giving a faithful 
picture of every social type in France—was 


forcible annexation of territory, fares still

SUBSIDIZE FARM WAGONS-WHY NOT? 
In these days, when so much is said about 
the subsidizing of ocean steamship lines, 


veyance which are equally useful, though 
they have no lobby to extol their merits. 

It is true that the railroads indirectly re- 
ceive some recognition from the government 
in the form of mail contracts, the compensa- 
tion under which. is, to say the least of 
it, Uberal. But, passing the railroads by, 
there are other means of transportation 
which are not receiving from the govern- 
ment or the believers in the virtue of sub- 
sides the attention they deserve. 

The craft which navigate the great lakes 
play a most useful part. They carry 
from points of production to points of con- 
sumption immense cargoes of wheat and 
other grain, of coal, and of iron ore. 
Then there are the river boats which 
ply upon the Mississippi and its trib- 
utaries and many. Southern rivers. They 
carry to the seaboard the cotton of 
the planter and take his supplies to him. 
They are useful but ignored instruments 


| of commerce. That they navigate fresh 


water instead of salt water is no reason 
why subsidies should be denied them if 
subsidies are to be given at all. Next 
come the candlboats, which, on artificial 


highways, still play a great part in our 
internal commerce. | 


There are still humbler instrumentalities 


for carrying on the great Work of trans- 


portation and commerce. There is the 
prairie poner, for instance, The man 
habituated to palace cars may turn up his 


‘pose at it, but it has done more for the | 


development of this country in the past 
than all the steamers upon all the seas and 
oceans, The navigators of the lowly craft 
in question have suffered greater hardships 
rhaps than any other class of mariners in 
existence, 

The prairie schooner, homely but service- 
able, which has carried the American flag 
over hill and plain, from the Potomac to 
the Pacific, has been superseded by the farm 
wagon, Why should not it have a subsidy? 
Where would American agriculture be with- 
out it? The man who guides the devious 
course of the farm wagon for considerable 
distances along the muddy roads of a West- 
ern prairie suffers as much for his coun- 
try as the man who owns a coal mine or 
a palatial steamship line running to Liver- 


pool or Southampton. : 
But Mr. Fullerton did not follow the pursuit 


If subsidies are going around they should 
be\distributed with a generous hand, with- 
out partiality or discrimination. The farm- 
er ought to have his share. If it were pro- 
vided that be should be paid yearly a sub- 
sidy for every farm wagon he had in use, 
thé total amount to be paid to depend on 
the number and length of trips made, he 
would receive a goodly number of dollars 
from the National Treasury. He would 
have some recompense for his toil and would 
get more for his crops. — 

As strong an argument can be made 
for the farmer as for the owner of the coal 
mine, who wishes a subsidy so that he can 
get more for his product. The argument 
for the farmer is as sound economically 
as that for the p etor of the ocean steam- 
ship, who undoubtedly would make more 
money if the government should give him 
some. If he got money enongh from it to 
make it profitable he would run his vessels 
to every port where it is unprofitable to run 
them now. 

This subsidy business is promoted by 
speculators who have an eye single to what 
they can get out of it. They claim that 
this country can make iron and steel more 
cheaply than they can be made elsewhere, 
They dilate on the facilities which the 
United States has for manufacturing 
bridges, locomotives, and other metal prod- 
ucts economically and rapidly. They say 
there ought to be American ships to take 


fail to explain why steel and iron ships 
cannot be built here as cheaply as in Eng- 
land or Germany. 

If they cannot be, and American ships 
are needed, the best way to get them will 
be to repeal the antiquated and obsolete 
navigation laws. If Congress will not do 
that and is resolved to vote subsidies, then 
all carriers should be treated alike, begin-

“HEAVEN HELP THE SURPLUS.’ 

A wise governmént should beware, of 
surpluses. They are an invariable tempta- 
tion to wanton extravagance. Never has 
this quality of the surplus been better ex- 
emplified than just now. The government 
has on hand a credit balance of $130,000,- 
000, and the taxes levied by it are producing 
revenue far in excess of its needs, even 
when a liberal interpretation is put on 
them. As a consequence, schemes of spolia- 
tion and plunder abound at Washington. 
The Boston Globe says: 

The President thinks the surplus should be 
reduced, and so it will be in more ways than one. 
God help the surplus,’ exclaimed a member 
of President Harrison’s administration, and in a 
twinkling the surplus was beyond help. It will be 
found now that the surplus will help those who 
will help themselves. 

Hundreds of individuals dna interests are 
laboring now with Congress to let them 
help themselves at the expense of the sur- 
plus. 3 | 
There are two ways in which a surplus 
can be reduced. One is by abolishing the 
taxes which produced it; The other is by 
illimitable extravagance. The illustrious 
statesmen at Washington have conceived 
the idea of adopting the two methods and 
consuming the surplus at both ends. 

It is proposed to make a donation of $10,- 
000,000 to the brewers, who do not need 
it. Most of them—it is said 80 per cent 
are Englishmen and are in a trust. When 
it comes to wiping out a surplus, Con- 
gressmen are willing to aid a trust. This

JUSTICE TO ILLINOIS CORPORATIONS. 
The New York Sun in its financial col- 
umns calls attention in the most forcible 
language to the view which is taken of 
Chicago and Illinois corporations at the 
financial center of the country. It sets forth 
that Chicago enjoys an unenvieble reputa- 
tion in the investment markets because of 
the persistency with which politicians as 
well as corporate managers befoul their 
own nests.” It calls attention to a recent 
illustration of Chicago corporation manage- 


ment in the development of the affairs of . 


the American Wire and Steel company. It 
says “there was a sense of relief when the 
first President of the company retired from 
office, but it is now clear that he still dom- 
inates the policy of one of the largest and 
what should be one of the most profitable 
enterprises in this country. He apparently 
regards this great business which he and his 
associates control by virtue of their offices 
in the same light that he does the ordinary 
implements of gambling.” 

In the case of an individual corporation 
like the above mentioned the only practical 
relief is for those who have interests in 
the enterprise to acquire sufficient amounts 
of the stock to give them control, and then 
to depose the gamblers from power. But 
this is not the only corporation exposed to 
continual bearish attacks. There are many 
others which are suffering not alone from 
mismanagement from within but from po- 
litical blackmailing assaults from without, 
and so long as this remains true the inter- 
ests of stockholdérs must suffer. To a 
certain. extent the remedy is in their own 
hands, but meanwhile legislation should 
help protect them by tecting their prop- 
erty from consci s politicians. 

Business conditions in this city and State 
are rapidly coming to that point where 
stockholders need as much protection from 
gambling managers on the one hand and 
blackmailing politicians on the other as 
the people need protection from the greed of 
unlawful trusts. If something is not done, 
and done soon, Chicago will suffer discredit 
as a financial center and its stock inyest- 
ments will be regarded with suspicion. Ili- 
nois is certainly entitled to corporation laws 
as good as those of Massachusetts, New 
York, and Pennsylvania, and the subject 
demands ‘consideration at the forthcoming 
session of the General Assembly. 


TREAT THE MAYOR FAIRLY. 

In revoking the saloon licenses of seven 
of the most notorious of the dives ” against 
which recent complaint has been made, 
Mayor Harrison deserves the commendation 
of all the forces which have been demand- 
ing such action. The fact that he regards 
his order as an experiment should not be 
made a ground for criticism. He should 
be given credit for acting in all good faith 
unless and until it is demonstrated that he 
is insincere. 

It is true that the licenses of similar 
„resorts have been revoked in the past 
for a few days only, to be granted again 
as soon as the public agitation of the sub- 
ject has lost its force. It is true that music 
has been forbidden in saloons only to be 
heard again when popular clamor has died 
down. It is true that licenses for tough 
joints have been granted to bartenders 
and other employés after the original 
proprietors have been cut off the list. But 
as a matter of fairness to the Mayor it 
should be taken for granted that he is will- 
ing to give the experiment a fair trial. 

Mayor Harrison states in his interview 
accompanying the order that he is willing 
to “give the good people a chance with 
their methods.” To jump to the conclusion 
from the statement that he anticipates 
“their methods” will fail would-be to do 
the Mayor a manifest injustice. He re- 
fers to the “ result which will follow throw- 
ing all these women out on the street.” It 
does not necessarily follow that the women 
driven out of the dives which are closed 
will be allowed to make nuisances of them- 
selves on the down-town thoroughfares. 
Doubtless Mayor Harrison will follow up 
his order revoking the saloon licenses with 
instructions to the police to see that they

The people of Chicago should have in- 
dependence enough to stop the cruel mutila- 
tion of their horses or at least they should 
have respect enough for the laws of the 
State to obey their mandates, Before the 
time for the next horse show arrives it 
should be recoguized that a docked horse is 
only a survival of a cruel, barbarous, and ob- 
solete custom. 


THE HAY-PAUNCEFOTE TREATY, 

The country is not reconciled to the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty and is no more ready 
to accept it without amendment now than 
when it was first presented to the Senate. 
The project does not commend itself to the 
judgment of fair-minded men. It is not 
a square, even, business proposition. 

The Suez Canal is not a parallel case. 
That canal was constructed by private capi- 
tal and a private company. After the canal 
had been constructed, Great Britain, 
France, and Turkey, the three powers 
chiefly interested, agreed as a matter of 
absolute pecessity to neutralize it. In their 
guarantee the other powers of Europe unit- 
ed. These three powers, having diverse 
interests and being all interested financial- 
ly in the canal, were compelled to agree to 
neutralization as a mere matter of equity; 
otherwise they could not have agreed at all. 

As regards the Nicaragua Canal, it is 
proposed that the American government 
shall build it alone, .expending therein 
$200,000,000, and shall assume the entire 
cost of maintaining it. Then it is insisted 
that the American government, having 
done all this, shall throw open the canal 
to the warships of all nations on equal terms 
in time of war as well as of peace. 

It is true that Great Britain offers to 
guarantee the neutrality of the canal as 
against other nations, but who is going 
to guarantee its neutrality as against 
Great Britain herself? Quis custodiet 
ipsos custodes? Owing to the great pre- 
ponderance in power of the English navy 
it practically would assume a protectorate 
of the canal as against the United States 
or any other nation in time of war. If 
hostilities were to break out between Great 
Britain and the United States, the latter 
country would have to trust to the good 
faith of the former, That would not be 
safe. England has violated treaty obliga- 
tions in so many instances in time of war 
that she has become known among the

It is not necessary to search European 
annals to discover instances of British bad 
faith. Hardly had the ink had time to 
dry on that Clayton-Bulwer treaty, wherein 
Great Britain agreed not to assume 
dominion over any part of Gentral Ameri- 
ca, when the British government gave 
notice that it did not understand that 
treaty to apply to British claims regarding 
Honduras—dubiowus claims which have been 
expanded until there is now a good-sized 
crown colony of British Honduras. 

This is one of the reasons which induced 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions to report in 1891 that— 

The committee is of opinion that the United 
States is at present under no obligation, measured 
either by the terms of the convention, the princi- 
ples of public law, or good morals, to refrain from 
promoting, in any way that it may deem best for 
its just interests, the construction of this canal 


without regard to anything contained in the con- 
vention of 1850. | ; 


Among the distinguished Senators who 
signed this report were Johm Sherman and 
William Evarts, each of whom served as 
Secretary of State; George F. Edmunds, 
John T. Morgan, and William P. Frye. The 
last two are members of the committee now. 
They were in the right in 1891. They may 
have changed, but the facts have not. 

If this canal project were an entirely 
new proposition and the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty were out of the way or never had 
been signed, nobody would imagine that the 
United States. was obliged “ to ask the con- 
sent of any other nation on earth ”—to 
adopt Mr. Bryan’s phrase—as a prerequisite 
to the construction solely at its own ex- 
pense of an isthmian canal. France did 
not ask for the consent of any European 
power or of any American power except 
the one whose territory was to be traversed 
when a French company began the construc- 
tion of the Panama Canal. Why should 
the United States ask the consent of any 
powers besides the republics of Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica? 

The ratification of this Hay-Pauncefote | 
treaty without amendment will be an ab- 
solute, ignominious surrendef to British 
diplomacy. The possibility of such a sur- 
render should not be tolerated for one mo- 
ment. Weak and vacillating Senators may 
have changed their views on this question. 
The American people have not changed. 
If the treaty is ratified they will look on it 
as a bad business. They will take it as 
meaning that British craft, adroitness, and 
ability in diplomacy have won a signal vie- 
tory over the American State department 
and Senate.

Congressman Bha tro. eine 
metric system. In 178 Congress adopted 
the decimal system of. money, with the dollar 
as the unit, whereas the meric system proper 
was not adopted by France until 1795. The 
basis of the metric system, the meter, was 
determined by two eminent French astrono- 


mers and mathematicians and is exactly one- 
forty-millionth part of the circumference or 


the earth on the meridian of Paris. The 
meter is 3.87 inches longer than the Amer- 
ican yard. It is the standard of the meas- 
ures of length and all other measures are 
based upon it. Thus the metric unit of sur- 
face measure is the centare, which is one 
square meter. The unit of capacity is one 
liter, which is the cube of one-tenth of a 
meter. The unit of weight is the gramme, 
which is the weight of a cubic centimeter of 
water. : 


A standard meter was constructed in 1799. 


by an international commission representing 
France, Holland, Sweden, Switzerland, Den- 
mark, Spain, Savoy, and the Roman, Cisal- 
pine, and Ligurian republics. It was made 


oF Archives in Paris and was declared to be 
the definitive basis of the metric system for- 
ever. 

The use of the metric system was declared 
obligatory in France on Nov. 2, 1801, but the 
French. people were not prepared for so sud- 
den a change, and in 1812 & compromise was 
adopted which lasted until 1887. In that year 
a law was passed making the use of the 
metric system obligatory and ordering its 
enforcement after January, 1840. At present 
it is universally used by France, as well as by 
all European nations, except Great Britain, 
where it is allowed, but not compulsory. 
Russia was the last of the great powers to 
the metric 
system into force only a few ks ago. On 
this continent the metric system has been 
adopted by Mexico, Brazil, Chile, Peru, and 
other of the South and Central American re- 


publics. At the present time England and the end of the great toe. 


the United States are left practically alone 
as the only two civilized nations which have 
not adopted the decimal system of weights 

As early as 1817 the subject of adopting the 
metric system in the United States was agi- 
tated. John Quincy Adams was appointed 
to investigate the weights and measures of

time he declared his belief that the metric 
system was almost ideal and reflected the 
greatest credit on the men and on the age 
which had devised it. 

In 1830 another investigation was made 
and it again was found that a pound or a 
yard in one State or city was often more or 
less than in another. As a result the Treas- 
ury department was authorized and instruct- 
ed to have made copies of the standards of 
weight and measure then in its possession, a 
set of which copies were to be delivered to 
the Governor of each State in the union. 

In 1866 it was made by an act of Congress 


lawful to employ the weights and measures 


of the metric system throughout the United 
States and

Under the regulations of the International 
Postal convention the metric system was 
adopted as the standard in all transactions 
between the nations which are members of 
the Postal union, and accordingly the mail 
matter transported between the United 
States and fifty other countries, including 
even the mail sent between the United States 
and England, is weighed and paid for entirely 
in terms of the metric system. 

In 1875 a convention was held by repre- 
sentatives of practically all the civilized na- 
tions except England at which “a scientific 
and permanent bureau of weights and meas- 
ures was established at Paris, the expenses 
of which are paid by all the powers party to 
the convention. Great Britain has since be- 
come a party to this conference and in com- 
mon with the United States pays its share of 
the expenses of the bureau. 

One duty of this international bureau of 
weights and measures is to furnish exact and 
correct copies or duplicates of the standards 
of weight and 
measure to the 
several coun- 
tries which 
contribute to 
its support.

A singularly savage attack is made upon 
Lord Kitchener by Charies Williams, the 
dean of British war correspondents, and the 
journalistic henchman of Lord Wolseley, who 
has just resigned the office of Commander-in- 
Chief of the British army. Charles Williams, 
after recalling the fact that it was England 
who, at The Hague conference, proposed a 
resolution to the effect that under no cir- 
cumstances should the right of a people to 
persevere in self-defense be questioned, or 
made the occasion of inflicting injury or loss 
to the private property of the people who so 
persevered’ [the resolution was defeated 
owing to Germany's opposition], proceeds 
to charge Lord Kitchener with having de- 
stroyed General De Wet's farm, with having 
laid waste his lands, and with having ren- 
dered homeless those members of the Boer 
Generals family who had in occu- 
pation of the old homestead. 

Charles Williams does not explain whether 
the measures were adopted in consequence of 
the strict-rule which has been established 
providing for the application of the torch to 
all farms and houses from which, under 
cover of the white flag, shots have been fired 
at English troops, but leaves it to be inferred 
that the destruction of the De Wet farm was 
ordered by Lord Kitchener in the way of re- 
taliation for the trouble which De Wet is 
giving the English authorities. 

Be this as it may, the fact remains that De 
Wet has sworn to be ¢ruelly revenged on Lord 
Kitchener, and if ever he can succeed in cap- 
turing him, of first of all tying him to a tree 
and subjecting him to a severe flogging with 
the terrible Boer sambjok, and then pistoling 
him with his own hands.

Blanche K. Bruce; and H. P. Chandler, 01, 
of Massachusetts. P. E. Fitzpatrick, 02, of 
Newton, Mass., was the Harvard alternate.

Charge of Malfeasance Dismissed by 
Judge Chytraus, Who Says Magis- 
trate May Have Erred. 


A charge of malfeasance in office, pre- 
ferred against W. D. Wilcox, justice of the 
peace, was dismissed by Judge Chytraus 
yesterday after the testimony offered by 
the prosecution had been , 
held that the evidence, while it might indi- 
cate errors in method on the part of the 
justice, showed no grounds for the charge 
of malfeasance.

According to Dawson he was made de- 
fendant in a claim for damages by the sign 
company, and filed a counter claim of $133 
for rent. He declares that the jury found 


a verdict of $135 for him, and that this ver- 


dict was accepted by the justice; that later 
the jurors were called together, and their 
verdict changed to an award of $1.47 for 
the plaintiff. oe 

Joseph Kleines, foreman of the jury, testi- 
fled that through a mistake a verdict for 
the defendant was given when one for the
